THE CAST DANK OF THE CANAL. NOR HAVE THEY LAUNCHED A MAJOR DRIVE 
CASTUARD TOUARD THE SINAL PASSES. THE ISRACLI AIR FORCE CONTINUCS TO 
ATTACK CGYPTIAN POSITIONS ALONG THE CANALS OVER L20 SORTICS WERE 
FLOUN ON 1 OCTOBER, AND SEVERAL AIRCRAFT WERE LOST To GROUND FIRE.

THE REGION. THE IRAQI FOREIGN MINISTER WAS IN NOSCOU ON 4-20 OCTOBER 
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HE SAID THE VISIT WAS FOR CONSULTATIONS OM “IMPORTANT JOTNT MATTERS® 
Im ACCORDANCE WITH THE TRAQT-SOVIET FRIENDSHIP TREATY. THE DISCUS* 
SION, PROBABLY CENTERBED ON SOVIET LOGISTIC SUPPORT FOR THE IRAQI WAR 
CFFORT. 

THE SOVIET AIRLIFT TO THE MIDELE EAST HAS BEEN ExPANDED To ih- 
CLUDE IRAQ AND EGYPT. NO CARGO INFORMATION IS AVAILABLE ON ANY 
FLIGHTS. BUT ANNMUNITION OF Ale TYPES IS THE MOST LIKELY POSSIBILITY 
IN VIE OF THE RAPID RATE {o> waren ARAD FORCES--PARTICULARLY IN SYRIA- 
ARC CXPENDING IT. 

THE DEPLOYNENT OF ARAG TROOPS FROM COUNTRIES OTHER THAN Syveta 
AND EGYPT APPEARS TO BE INCREASING, SOME COUNTRICS SUCH AS KUYAIT AND 
THE SUDAN HAVE ANNOUNCED TOKEN CONTRIBUTIONS. GUT AS MANY AS 14.000 
IRAQI TROOPS AND NORE THAN 100 TANKS WERE REPORTED TO HAVE CROSSED 
INTO SYRIA ON 12 OCTOBER. THESE NUMBERS CANNOT BE CONFIRMED. gut IT 
IS APPARENT THAT BAGHDAD I3 BECOMING INCREASINGLY INVOLVED IN THE 
FIGHTINZ. IRAQ@I ARMED FORCES HE PAUARTERS ANNOUNCED ON 11 OCTOBER 
THAT TRAQI PLANES AND TANKS HAVE JOINED OTHER ARAB FORCES ON THE 
BATTLEFRONT. THE STATEMENT ALSO ADMITS THE LOSS OF Le PLANES AND

BASED GUERRILLAS. SOME OF THE FEDAYEEN HAVE ENGAGED IN MINOR CROSS- 
BORDER OPERATIONS INTO ISRAEL. (SECRET)
